Love of Dallas, dem­ 
ocratic national committeeman from 
Texas, announced Saturday that he 
will be a candidate for tile United 
States senate in the July, 1922, pri­ 
maries, according to word received 
in Decatur. 
He seeks to succeed Sen­ 
ator Charles A. Culberson. 
Love, when he announced us can­ 
didate, set forth a platform of nill*1 
points which he favored. 
First on 
this list was his opposition to any and 
all protective tariffs. Such tariffs can 
only enrich the few at the cost of the 
many, he declared, as American in- 
dustris had assumed giant propor­ 
tions. 
He also stated his opposition to 
the “open shop movement” which he 
denounced as a “drive of organized 
employers to exterminate organized 
labor.” 
Two of his points were calculated 
to help the farmers. 
He expressed 
his belief in home ownership and 
hoped the government would extend 
the federal farm loan act to the point 
where citizens, whether city or rural, 
w ho wished to own homes, could do 
so. Love declared lie favored govern­ 
mental aid for the co-operative m ar­ 
keting of farm products.

emphatically 
expressed

views on liquor legislation, saying 
that all who made or sold intoxicat­ 
ing liquors should he judged felons 
and sentenced as such. 
In concluding his announcement, 
Love declared himself a Woodrow 
Wilson democrat and in favor of th? 
entry of the United .Stales into the 
league of nations.

TO AID FARMERS IN 
MARKETING CROPS 


Plans to facilitate the marketing 
of cotton, wheat and other grains by 
making storage certificates available 
to the farmer, and thus give hint 
greater financial mobility, have been 
worked out at a conference called by 
Secretaries Wallace and Hoover of 
the departm ents of agriculture and 
commerce, respectively, at W ashing­ 
ton. 
After thorough consideration it has 
been determined that this proposal 


The m anagers of the 
Keystone 
well have this week received the 
tools with which they hope to pull 
the burst casing from the bottom of 
the well.

The splendid showings encountered 
in the well ju st before the casing was 
dropped and jammed, would indicate 
that this well will open up one of 
the biggest oil fields in the state. No 
one knows just what is going to hap­ 
pen, but the big oil operators of Tex­ 
as and Oklahoma are putting big 
stakes in acreage surrounding the 
Keystone. As high as $4.00 has been 
paid for acreage five miles from the 
well. 
Parties coming in from the 
big oil fields of Texas and Oklahoma 
state that the word has gone out that 
Wise county is to be the next big oil 
field, and the attention of the oil men 
and speculators has been turned this 
way. 
Prospectors are daily coming 
here to look over the situation, and 
several prom inent oil men from a 
distance are here to stay till the 
field is fully tested. 
Quite a lot of favorable comment 
is being heard about, tne Burk-W ag­ 
oner well, just at the edge of Deca­ 
tu r ’s city limits. 
Very little fuss has 
been mad# about this test, yet it is 
known that the formations of the 
P u rk-W aggo ne^J^y e been found to 
be

This well is drilling 
again and is now- in a very hard for­ 
mation. 
The drillers have recently

Basic Features of Plan. 
The basic feature of this plan is 
the insurance, to be issued by liabil­ 
ity companies, certifying as to the 
quantity and grade of the cotton or 
grain covered by the certificate. This 
certificate w ill be the evidence of 
ownership and the commodity cover­ 
ed by It may be moved as occasion 
requires to concentration points or 
terminal warehouses and elevators. 
to be delivered on demand, less fixed 
charges for insurance, storage and 
freight. 
Certification as to grades 
will be made by skilled agents for 
the department of agriculture. 
In the conference there were rep­ 
resentatives of the various farm or­ 
ganizations, elevators and grain deal­ 
ers as well as agents from insurance 
and liability companies. 
All agreed 
that this proposal offers a means by 
w-hich the farm er may so place his 
grain that it w'ill be available for 
sale whenever the judgm ent prompts 
such action. 
Although he may have 
parted with physical possession of his 
grain, the title to it remains in his 
hands so long as he retains the cer­ 
tificate, and this certificate either 
may be sold or hypothecated at a 
bank as security for a loan. 
Present Plan Difficulties. 
The difficulty with the existing sys­ 
tem, as pointed out by Secretary W al­ 
lace, is that local warehouses and 
elevators generally are of small cap­ 
acity and thus are unable to hold 
grain in storage for any length of 
time. 
There being no machinery by 
which evidence of ow-nership may be 
retained by the farmer once his grain 
is shipped 
to some concentration 
point, the sale must be made when 
his grain is delivered, either at the 
local elevator or destination of ship­ 
ment. 
If he desires to make a loan 
on his grain the farmer is required to 
provide his own storage facilities a n i 
then the transaction is largely a per­ 
sonal one between such farmer and 
his banker. 
Under the plan contemplated the 
farmer will deliver his grain to the 
local elevator for storage.

farmer receive in return a certificate 
showing the

delivery, upon presentation of the 
certificate. 
Delivery must be of the 
same or higher grade, all charges be­ 
ing deducted from the sale value. 
An Appeal Provided For. 
In order to prevent confusion it 
will be stipulated that in event of a 
disagreement as to grade an appeal 
may be take to the grade supervisor 
of the department of agriculture. 
During the war there were millions 
of such transactions under the di­ 
rection of the grain corporation, and 
there were disagreements only in 
rare instances and but few appeals 
were taken. 
Secretary W allace is convinced the 
operation of this plan in no way re­ 
places or competes with co-operative 
siorage and marketing organizations 
of farmers. 
Instead, he believes, it 
will supplement them and, by render­ 
ing i he farmer's credit more mobile, 
contribute to such co-operating or­ 
ganizations.

Louis XV Qavs It ta Marshal Saxe 
and Napoleon Presented It to Mar. 
shat Berthisr—Became Posses* 
sion of Dukes of Parma. 


Paris.—Efforts by two princes of the 
Ik>iisp of Bourbon-Panna to recover 
possession of the celebrated Chateau 
Chambord, which was sequestrated by 
tile French 
government 
(luring the 
war, is one of the most interesting 
aftermaths of the great conflict. 
The chateau Is more than 400 years 
old and is one of the most striking 
and Interesting of the famous feudal 
establishments of ancient France. 
It was once one of the most magnifi­ 
cent of these great estates and lies 
in the valley of the Loire close to the 
town of Blots and has about 15,000 
acres, part of which Is inclosed by 
w.tlls extending for 20 miles. . The 
building is about 200 feet square with 
famous circular towers at the corners 
and a double aplral staircase leading 
to the double lantern, which dominates 
the eelie r tower. 
Royal Residence Twe Centuries. 
It was built about 1526 and for two 
centuries was a royal residence. Louis 
XV g iv e It to Marshal Saxe and Na­ 
poleon presented It to M arshal Ber­ 
th e r I Eventually It fell into the pos­ 
sess! ga o7 the duke of Parm a.

Prince Balas is a brother of 
Zita, wife of the former Emperor 
Charles of Austria, who lately at­ 
tempted to regain bls throne aa king 
of Hungary.

Princes* Sendees Refused. 
Prince Sixtus doss not suffer the 
disability of Prince Ellas, as Sixtus 
and his brother. Xavier, both offered 
their services to the French govern­ 
ment In the war and being refused on 
the ground that descendants of the old 
royal houses could not be permitted 
to fight for France, they both enlisted 
In 
the 
Bel gin n 
army, 
where 
they 
served as gtretcherbearers. Their brav­ 
ery in this service was afterward rec­ 


o g n iz e d In a French citation. 
Am ericans will Identify Prince Six 
tun as the man who received, while the 
war was still In progress, the famous 
letter from Emperor Charles of Aus 
trio in which he stated that he sym­ 
pathized with France’s aspirations to 
recover Alsace-Lorraine and that in 
bis opinion Belgium should be restored 
by Germany. 
Prince Sixtus turned the letter over 
to President Polncaire and Its publi­ 
cation by Premier Olemenceau created 
consternation In Germany. 
Emperor 
Charles denied Its authenticity.
